St. Louis Needs First Class 
Landing Field to Take 
Advantage of Location, 


He Asserts. 


Col. Charles A. Lindbergh ar- 
rived at Lambert-St. Louis Field 
from the West at 12:97 o’clock this 
afternoon ready and eager to aid 
for the next few days in the cam- 
paign to “put over’’ the $2,000,000 
municipal airport bond issue which 
will be submitted to St. Louis vot- 
ers at Tuesday’s primary. 

Col. Lindbergh came as a pas- 
senger in an open plane piloted by 
Philip R. Love, who with a pas- 
senger, H. Clay Ferguson, ad 
picked up Lindbergh in New -icx- 
ico, where he had made a forceil 
landing in an experimental plane 
which he was flying about the 
country making a survey for the 
Transcontinental Air Transport, 
Inc. of which Love and Ferguson 
are consulting engineers. 

‘t have no definite plans for 
helping in the campaign for the 
airport bond issue,” Col. Lindberg 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
“but I intend to remain here sev- 
eral days and L will be willing and 
glad to do whatever the committce 
may ask me to do to encourage 
public interest in the project. 

“I think everybody realizes now 
that Aviation is an _ established 
means of transportation. I think 
they will agree that it has proved 
its reliability and that it is destined 
to grow in efficiency and impor- 
tance by leaps and bounds. 

“Every city needs a first-class 
airport. St. Louis is no excep- 
tion. This city, particularly, should 
have such an airport because it is 
geographically suited to be the air 
center of the country. It must 
have a first-class port if it wants 
to hold its own against the other 
cities. 

“I cannot urge the citizens of St. 
Louis too strongly to pass the air- 
port bond issue. It is a necessary 
step in the development of the 
city’s commercial position.” 

Col. Lindbergh wore the regula- 
tion flyer’s helmet and a pair of 
coveralls over his business suit 
when he stepped from the plane.

Bogie at Caruthersville on Way 
Upstream From New Orleans; 
Due Here Tomorrow.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Aug. 2.—Ad- 
vices were received here today that 
Dr. Louis Leroy reached Caruthers- 
ville, Mo., at 7:35 a. m. and left in 
his speed boat Bogie at 8 a. m. in 
continuation of his attempt to beat 
the Mississippi River speed record 
of the packet Robert E. Lee be- 
tween New Orleans and St. Louis. 

The Bogie is on the north end 
of its 1153.6-mile race with the 
ghost of the Robert E. Lee. The 
three men aboard expect to end 
the run tomorrow at St. Louis as 
did the old packet in the race with 
the Natchez when the record of 
90 hours, 31 minutes between New 
Orleans and St. Louis was set on 
July 4, 1870.

CITY OF CINCINNATI LEASES 


Southern Railway System to Pay 
Municipality $149,000,000 
for Use of Line. 
By the Associated Press. 
CINCINNATI, ©., Aug. 2.—The 


lease of the Cincinnati Southern 
Railway which runs from Cincin- 
nati to Chattanooga, Tenn., was 
renewed yesterday to the New 
Orleans and Texas Pacific Railroad 
Co. for 98 years by the City of 
Cincinnati, which owns the line. 
The latter line is a part of the 
Southern Railway system. 

The lease was approved iast 
November at a city election but 
has been held up by litigation test- 
ing the validity. 

The lease will mean an estimated 
revenue for the City of Cincinnati 
of $149,000,000. 

Under the lease it was stated 
the Cincinnati, New Orleans and 
Texas Pacific agreed to proceed at 
its own expense to double-track 
the road between Williamsburg 
and Danville, Ky., a distance of 77 
miles at a cost of about $13,200,- 
000. When this is done about a 
total of 240 miles of the 335 miles 
of road between Cincinnati and 


Chattanooga will be in double 
tracks. 
The Cincinnati Southern was 


built by the city of Cincinnati many 
years ago to develop trade for the 
city in the South.

The suit is 
based on an alleged transaction in 
stock of the Mammoth Oil Co.

His 
request for a bill of particulars as- 
serts the Zevelys never asked him 
for the stock. In his answer Sin- 
Clair said he once agreed to give 
Zevely a block of Mammoth stock 
but made the gift conditional upon 
success of the oil enterprise. 

“Certain senatorial investiga- 
tions,’"’ the answer read, “affected 
the value of the companys stock 
and court litigation which turned 
out ‘unsatisfactory to Sinclair, made 
the stock of no value at all.” 

The Mammoth Oil Co. was 
formed to take over the lease of 
the eTapot Dome naval reserve 
which the courts took away from 
Sinclair. on the ground of fraud.

cutes prohibition cases. 

Helen Morgan, Broadway actress 
and night club hostess, the affi- 
davits said, appeared so sure that 
two of the agents were what they 
said they were—big business men 
from Dallas, Tex..—that she of- 
fered to help one set up a night 
club in Dallas. 


Invited to Party for Actress. 

Texas Guinan, another affidavit 
said, invited the supposedly “big 
| business men’ to a party she was 
‘giving for a moving pieture actress 
and aiso suggested they visit the 
inight club of her brother Tom. 
| The affidavits give the names of 
seven agents who gathered evi- 
dence as Lon T. Tyson, Jacob A. 
Erkilla, Joseph L. White, 8. Da- 
| vid Beazell, and B. F. Hargrove, 
John J. Mitchell and H. E. Her- 
rick. 
| It was at the Frivolity Club, the 
_affidavits showed, that the agents 
gained the prestige that won them 
i welcome to the other clubs. The 
headwaiter “Albert,” impressed by 
a liberal spending of money, pre- 
sented them with a card to Helen 
Morgan's “summer home.” 

They had made visits there be- 
fore they said, but had been un- 
able to buy liquor. But with the 
card from “Albert’”’ they pur- 
chased champagne at $25 a quart, 
rye and Scotch whisky at $10 a 
pint and brandy at $15 a pint. 
Wives of Some Agents Went Along. 

Other visits followed to Tex 
Guinan's Salon Royale, the Fur- 
nace Club, the Silver Slipper and 
the Ferndale Club. 

At all of these places, the affi- 
davits assert, the agents, some of 
whom were accompanied by their 
wives, were served liquors in ful] 
view of.and with the knowledge 
of the headwaiters and hostesses. 

In one of their trips to Helen 
Morgan's club. they were intro- 
duced to Miss Morgan, who joined 
them at their table and ordered 
brandy. When they complimented 
her on the quality of the drink, 
she responded: “It costs us $6.25 
a quart wholesale.” 

Agent Tyson asked her if she 
would sell her club. She told hin 
no, but “I will help you start one 
in Texas.’’ 

Miss Morgan, according to Tv- 
son's affidavit, told them her club 
did not handle gin 
college boys drink gin. 
a lot of them here. They gen?r 
ally have only about $20 to spend 
in an evening and bring their own 
rin. They could not afford to poy 
our prices.”

Nicholson, associate superintendent 
of the Anti-Saloon League, has 
made public an open letter to Gov.

Sculpture Hall to Be Beautified by 
Slabs of Pink Stome and 18- 
Foot Basin. 

The sculpture hals of the City 
Art Museum is being floored with 
large slabs of pink Tennessee 
marble, the. first change in the 
museum’s architectural plans since 
it was built for the World’s Fair 
in 1904. A fountain with an 18- 
foot basin, surrounced by banks 
of ferns and other foliage, also wil! 
be installed. The improvements will 
cost $20,000, and will be completed 
about Oct. 1. 

The Board of Control of the Art 
Museum adopted the new type of 
flooring when the cement flooring 
was voted unsatisfactory, said 


| president. Garden courts in the 
| Cleveland Art Museum, and in the 
|new Detroit museum, La Beaume 
| said, influenéed the board in au- 
| thorizing the fountain. 

“The cement floors showed con- 
stant signs of wear and demanded 
frequent repainting. The marble 
will be better,” La Beaume said. 
“The play of water in the fountain 
and the contrast of the verdure will 
enhance greatly the beauty of the 
'hall, and improve the effects of 
many fine pieces of sculpture.”

INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 2.—Wil- 
liam S. Taylor, 76 years old, elected 
Republican Governor of Kentucky 
in 1899 and“ sought in connection 
with the death of his: Democratic 
oppenent, Wiliiam S. Goebel, after 
the Kentucky Legislature had de- 
_ elared Taylor's election fraudulent, 
died in a hospital here early this 
morning. 

‘Taylor, who was vice president 
of a local insurance company, 

fled to Indianapolis after Goebel 
was. mortaliy wounded in 19v0 
froma ambush. 

Indiana Governors did not hon- 
or extradition papers for Taylor 
after he had fled to this city. He 
remained here. 

In Bad Health a Ycar. 

Taylor had been in ill health 
during the last year. He was only 
in the hospital a few days, how- 
ever. Death was caused by heart 
disease. Funeral services will be 
held here and burial will’ be in 
Crown Hill Cemetery in this city. 
tWhen Taylor fled from Ken- 
tucky he was almost penniless. He 
had spent a fortune in the guber- 
natorial campaign and in the fight 
to retain the office. He engaged 
in the practice of law and later 
became Vice president and general 
counsel of the Empire Life & Ac- 
cident Insurance Co. 

Taylor was twice married. 
first wife was Sarah -Bell 
who died in Indianapolis in 1900. 
Five children, four @aughters and 

ason, survived this uniom In 1912 
he married Norah <A. Myers of 
Greenwood, Ind. A son, Charles 
Linéen, now 12 years old, was born 
to them. A brother, Fern Taylor 
of Morgantown, hy., also survives.

Taylor was 
declared elected Governor § and, 
with a certificate from the Secre- 
tary of State, assumed office, Goe- 
del contested the election and in 
the followinz January, was de- 
clared by the general assemb 
have bee n elected. 

Trvior refused to recognize 
decision, and consequently 
g0overninents weer established— 
Taylor heading one and Goebel the 
Other. Followers of both flocked to 
Frankfort and each camp was well 
equipped. Jt was during this time 
that Goebel was shot down. on the 
Streets, 

I. CC. W. Backham, Lieutenant- 
Governor under Goebel, assumed 
office after Goebel’s death. The 
Taylor forces took the case to the 
Federal court in an attempt to 
override the general assembly dAe- 
cision. 

Taft Upheld Legislature. 

- William Howard Taft, at that 
ime a judge of the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals at Cincin- 
nati, upheld the assembly verdict. 
An appeal was filed and in May, 
1900, the United States Supreme 


Court upheld Taft's ruling and 
Taylor fied to Indianapolis the 
Same day. 


In the meantime, a charge of 
conspiracy to murder had been re- 
turned by a grand jury against 
Henry Youtsey, Caleb Powers and 
Taylor. Youtsey, then 26 vears old 
confessed and was sentenced to the 
Penitentiary. He s rved until De- 
Cember 12, 191k. and was paroled. 
Powers wes tried four times, but 
*ach time the case was set aside. 
Powers was pardoned in 1908 by 
Gov. Aucustus E. Willson. 

All efforts to have Tayior extra- 
Cited from Indiana failed, how- 
ever, because the Indiara Gover- 
Ror cohhtended Taylor would not 
receive a fair trial. Gov. Willson 


dropped the extradition suit against 
Taylor in 79069.

Charles (Limpy?} Cleaver, co-d2- 
_fendant and accused ring leader 
1 of the robber band, was found 
guilty of conspiracy and six other 
charges. 

Wharton, under ‘the verdict, 
faces a possible maximum sentence 
of two years’ imprisonment and a 
possible maximum fine df $10,000, 
while the maximum for Cleaver 
would be more than 80 years’ im- 
prisonment. 

The jury, which had arrived at 
its verdict last night after more 
than six hours’ deliberation, re- 
turned its finding before Federal 
Judge Wilkerson. 

Motion for a new trial was made 
as soon as the verdict was read. 

The motion for a new trial for 
Wharton will be argued Sept. 17. 

In addition to possible imprison- 
ment, Cleaver faces a possibile 
maximum $10,000 fine on the con- 
spiracy count. 

Judge Wilkersen yesterday in- 
structed the jury,that it must be 
satisfied beyond reasonable dcubt 
that Wharton knowingly entered 
into a conspiracy:.to rob the mails 
before finding him guilty. 

Wharton had maintained he did 
not know the nattire of the crime 
to be committed when Cleaver and 
others came to him and asked to 
use his home for a job. The Gov- 


divided the loot in Wharton's home 
and left $4000 for him. 

The robbers bbarded the train 
at Evergreen Park, a suburb, ter- 
rorized the crew and passengers, 
dynamited the -mail car, took 
pouches containihg $133,000 con- 
signed to banks a* Harvey, ITll., and 
fled in an automobile.

In the personal injury case of 
Wair vs. American Car & Foundry 
Co., tried in Judge Mix’s court, 
Dr. .

H sears old and a native of St 

Louis. He was educated in the 
public schools and St. Charles Col- 
lege and is a law graduate cf 
Washington University. 
He has held a number of public 
offices, the duties of which he ad- 
ministered in a manner which pro- 
voked no public criticism. He 
served one term in Congress, fre- 
tiring from office in 1906. He was 
appointed Excise Commissioner by 
the late Gov. Hadley in 1909, ser:- 
ing a little more than a year, when 
Hadley appointed him a Judge of 
the St. Louis Court of Appeals fr 
succeed Judge Goode, resigned. He 
was elected the following year to 
fill the unexpired term of Judge 
Goode, which ended in 1913, and 
did not seek re-election. 

Caulfield served as counsel of 
the Board of Freeholders, which 
framed the present Charter of St. 
Louis, and was City Counselor dur- 
ing two of Mayor Kiel’s terms of 
cffice. He was tendered the samme 
position by Mayor Miller, but r:- 
fused it. He was chairman of the 
Roard of Freehociders which wus 
chosen to prepare a plan of a- 
nexation of St. Louis County by the 
City. 

Between times of holding public 
office Caulfield has engaged in the 
trivate practice of law in St. Louis. 


Brought Out by Koeln, 


The Caulfield candidacy was 
launched by City Collector Koeln 
of St. Louis, who proposed him 
after former Congressman Clev:- 
land A. Newton refused to become 
a candidate. Koeln caused a meet- 
ing of the St. Louis City Commi-.- 
tee and its Advisory Finance Com- 
mittee to be held, and at this mest- 
ing Caulfield was indorsed. 

This resulted in the charge thet 
Caulfield was a_ boss-controlled 
candidate, and that if elected Gov- 
ernor, Koeln, through him, would 
extend his influence to a control 
of State administrative affairs. 
William R. Schneider, one of his 
opponents, has made vigorous use 
of this argument. He has criti- 
cized Koeln’s management of the 
City Collector, and 
charged that Koeln, by retaining 
fees for the collection of the Stute 
income tax, has violated a provi- 
sion of the Constitution limiting 
the salaries of public officials to 
$10.000 a year. Schneider charged 
Koeln improperly had retained feces 
amounting to $100,000 dur'ng the 
period he had held office. 


He also said in speeches (that 


it had no business to be giving 
free service to anyone. A similar 
claim for $148 was made against 
Alvin F. Hackman, Assistant City 
Counselor, in charge of prosecu- 
tions in Rosecan’s court. 


Rosecan and Hackman said they 
rode in Canary taxis, but that they 
paid their bills monthly. ‘They 
said they would try to find the 
receipts for these payments. The 
company’s books showed Judge 
Rosecan as having used its cabs in 
eight consecutive months, begin- 
ning in November, 1925, up to the 
time when it went into a receiver- 
ship. 

The Post-Dispatch published an 
editorial suggesting that the Mayor 
should remove both Rosecan and 
Hackman. It printed a_ cartoon 
showins a taxi driver before a 
Police Judge saying: “You go free 
in my taxi, Judge.” Jan. 11, more 
than a week after the first publi- 
cation of the matter, a cartoon 


Koeln forced employes of his ci- 
fice to contribute a specificed p r- 
centage cf their salaries to lim. 


From this Schneider argued that 
Koeln through his support of Caul- 
field was attempting to extend ‘5

Koeln was exonerated by a 5t.
